Eight persons were reported killed 
today in an explosion at the Na- 
tional Powder company plant near 
here. 


A terrific blast rocked the plant 


area two miles north of . Eldred 
about 7:30 a. m. Central standard 
time. Eldred is located 18 miles 
east of Bradford. 


"Unofficially eight persons were 


reported killed and possibly five 
or 10 ' injured'," reported a tele- 
phone official. "The eight 
were 


killed outright."

mix house .was demolished and 
several nearby buildings -were 
damaged. He declined to estimate 
the amount of damage. 


"We have no idea what caused 


the explosion," he said. 


"We're still not sure just who 


was killed. The-injured men were 
not hurt badly. They were treat- 
ed at the plant for surface cuts 
by our plant doctor." 


The powder company, w h i c h 


manufactures high explosives for 
commercial use, is the largest in- 
dustry in this small community of 
several thousands persons.

Any Doctor 
Can Be 
Drafted

Washington, Sept. 12 —(;?)— Un- 


der the regular draft lawr-*. cover- 
ing everyone except doctors .and 
dentists — only those' between 19 
and 26 can be drafted 
into tbe 


armed forces. 
. 


That law stands unchanged. But 


under 
another law just passed 


doctors and dentists up 
to 
the 


age of 50 can be drafted. This 
doesn't mean, though, that 
the 


government will start taking any- 
one up to 50. 


The first to be taken will 
be 


those who had medical training at 
government 
expense 
during the 


war but put in little • or no mili- 
tary service. 


This is the story: 
During the 
war 
the 
govern- 


ment set up an army specialized 
training program (AST) 
and 
a 


similar 
program for 
the 
navy 


called V-12. 


This was the idea: The govern 


of those still-young doctors, 
who 


had had some schooling at gov- 
ernment expense, to pay bick 
their debt by, joining .up. 
• 


This 
bid got 
pretty 
cold 


shoulder from the young doctors 
and 'dentists, 
even 
though 
the 


American Medical' a s s o c i at ion 
urged' them to step forward...! '.. 


So congress passed this bill giv- 


ing the President 'power to call 
any doctor or dentist 
up to 50 


years of age. Although the Pres- 
ident can suit himself 
under the 


law as to whom he takes 
first, 


congress asked him 
to do the 


drafting in this order:

Seven scattered states held pri- 


mary elections today, but chief na- 
tional interest remained " centered 
on New England where 
Maine 


voters ran true to form yesterday 
and kept Republicans in all ma. 
jor offices. 


The Maine voting, always first 


in the nation, was the initial state- 
wide election since the war broke 
out in Korea. Democrats, 
despite 


their traditional decided minority, 
put. up an unusually stiff 
cam- 


paign. 


But .the voters returned to office 


Republican Governor Frederick G.

house members, Reps. R o b e r t , 
Hale, C h arles P. Nelson

Frank Fellows. It was the state's 
eighth straight Republican sweep.

month, just like any volunteer.
